Eleven of the participants had previously been suspended by 
UW President CHARLES ODE6AARD, but this suspension was later 
reversed by local court decision. The University of Washington 
Disciplinary Board is currently considering action against the 
16 students and as a result of hearings which were suggested 
by local co urt , th ere is a possibility all 16 students will be 
suspended. although instrumental in planning this

On May 24, 1965 , another source advised the Seattle 
Branch, SWP, with headquarters at 3815 Fifth Avenue Northeast, 
Seattle, was an affiliate of the National SWP.

1) False Allegations of Police Brutality 

A thorough review of information contained in 
Seattle files fails to disclose any instance of a false 
allegation by any of the three organizations at the 
University of Washington which are responsible for a 
majority of programs which could be considered under the 
"New Left". It should be noted that the University of 
Washington maintains a security force and only in rare 
instances do members of the local law enforcement agencies 
enter the campus. In those instances where local lav; 
enforcement agencies do enter the campus it is usually 
by invitation of university officials. No reported 
arrests by local law enforcement agencies have occurred 
on the University of Washington campus during the past 
sc^ipol year. 

fSP 2) Immorality 

During the past scholastic school year, Seattle 
* informants and established sources at the University of 
Washington have failed to furnish specific instances 
wherein members of the "New Left" have been involved in 
instances of scurrilous or depraved nature. The only x 
pecent instance that brought criticism by University of j 
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SE 100-29237 

fVashington officials was the appearance of a topless Go- 
dancer at the recent inauguration of University of Wss'ni 
student President DM GUNN. GUNN has not aligned himself 
with any of the "New Left" groups at the University of 
Washington and moreover, his unorthodox political campaign 
and pranks have in many ways had a detrimental effect on 
Vietnam demonstrations and other programs sponsored by 
"New Left" groups. 

3) Action by College Administrators 

A review of Seattle files fails to disclose any 
instance of a serious nature during the past scholastic 
year. The attached editorial comment, which apneared in 
the "Seattle Post-Intelligencer" of May 5, 19GB, describes 
one incident wherein the University of Washington President 
CHARLES E. ODEGAARD had been furnished a list of demands by 
campus activists. The attached editorial outlines the 
demands and describes Dr. ODEGAARD' s response. 

As outlined in referenced Seattle letter, "New 
Left" activities during the summer months are at a low 
ebb on campuses in the State of Washington, however, this 
program is receiving continuous attention and a status 
letter will be submitted on July 1, 1968, and every three 
months thereafter pursuant to Bureau instructions.
